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Greetings to our Family -- 
Descendants of George Robb 
and Catherine Forsythe: 


It is a pleasure to publish this report of our Robb Family. 


We (Dale and Arlene) have enjoyed the adventures and friendships which gather- 
ing this history has yielded. We began tracing our direct line of descendants 
through George Robb-Mary Agnes McMillan. Hearing about more relatives, we were 
prompted to follow the lines of all of the pioneer family of James Forsythe Robb- 
Sarah Russell. A trip to Scotland and Ireland gave us the opportunity to seek 
information about James Forsythe Robb, who came from Ballyarr, near Ramelton 
(Rathmelton), County Donegal, Ireland. We were delighted to find his name and 
his parents names in a pastor's diary. We still have many questions, such as, 
who were the other Robbs listed in Pastor Reid's book in the early 1800's in 
Ramelton, Ireland? Or, how might we be related to several Robb brothers, whom 
we met in Letterkenney, Ireland, whose Christian names are so familiar to our 
family--George, James, Samuel? 


As we neared the conclusion of the project, we learned of another family of 
Robbs who trace their ancestry to the Robertson Clan. Their sources may be more 
reliable than our own. The Scottish chart we have followed included Robb as a 
sept of Clan McFarland. 


Our sources of information included a handwritten notebook of family history 
kept by Mrs. Sam White (nee Sarah Robb), a scrapbook of newspaper clippings kept 
by Sadie McMillan, the Session Minutes of the Coulterville Reformed Presbyterian 
Church, the archives of Covenant Theological Seminary in St. Louis, Missouri, 
the United States Archives in Washington, D.C., city directories of Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, the Session Minutes of the Presbyterian Church in Ramelton, Ireland, 
the Glasgow, Scotland, Public Library, and the Loch Sloy Hydro Electric Scheme-- 
1950, published by the North of Scotland Hydro-Electric Board, Arrochar, Dumbar- 
tonshire, Inveruglas 245, Scotland. 


We have listed the names and dates as gathered through research or sent to 
us by relatives. There are probably names left out and incorrect dates. Correc- 
tions and additions are welcome. The KEY to the charts is simple: Number 1 is 
for George Robb, as the first and oldest generation we have been able to discover. 
The number 2's are the second generation for George Robb's children. The number 
3's are for the third generation, his grandchildren, and so on. The abbreviations 
are: b. -- born; d. -- died; m. -- married. 


We thank all who have aided us, remembering the cooperation of many cousins, 
the history told by Matthew and Mary Robb, George Willard and Asenath Robb, and 
the helpfulness of Bill and Rose Robb, Lucille Robb and Helen Montieth. 


We offer this booklet as a beginning of the history of our Robb Family. We 
hope it will add to the appreciation of our heritage.

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I. SCOTTISH ORIGINS 


Robb family history begins in the clan legends of Scotland. The name 
Robb is listed in some ancestral charts as a sept or branch of Clan MacFarlane. 
From A.D. 1225 to A.D. 1784, the MacFarlanes occupied the area surrounding 
Loch Sloy, a narrow, shallow body of water encircled by steep boulder-strewn 
mountains. This mountain lake is 800 feet above the level of Loch Lomond 
two miles eastward. 


LOCH SLOY 


The Loch Sloy basin formed a natural fortress where the MacFarlanes 
could easily defend themselves against their enemies, but it offered limited 
opportunity to earn a livelihood. With little tillable land, the inhabitants 
lived by hunting and fishing and the raising of cattle and sheep. They may 
have profited from control of a main trail along Loch Lomond which led from 
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the lowlands into the northern highlands. One old story suggests that the 
MacFarlanes did not rustle cattle from pastures in the prosperous lowlands, 
but that other clans, driving stolen cattle through MacFarlane territory 
wisely gave an animal to the clan chief at Loch Sloy. Offering such a gift 
was considered a prudent move lest the herd be frightened in the night and 
scattered onto the wooded slopes of nearby mountains. 
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LANDS OF ROBB ORIGINS MacFARLANE CLAN HOLDINGS 


The words, Loch Sloy, "loch of the multitude", became the battlecry of 
the clan and was used by a MacFarlane regiment as recently as World War II. 
Highland legend held the moon to be MacFarlane's lantern, providing light 
for nighttime forays against anyone the clan might attack. Clan warriors 
opposed the Norse invaders who plundered central Scotland in A.D. 1263. 
Fighting men from Loch Sloy aided King Robert the Bruce when he was a fugitive 
in A.D. 1306. They entered the fight for Wallace at Bannockburn and made a 
decisive charge at Langside, assuring defeat for Mary, Queen of Scots. Like 
other highland clans, their numbers were often reduced by warfare, disease 
and famine. 


The last of the landed chiefs of the clan was compelled to surrender 
his landholdings in A.D. 1784. Migration from the area further reduced the 
number of residents bearing the name of the clan or any of its septs. The 
1976 telephone directory which included the Loch Sloy area listed no entry 
of the family name of Robb.

CREST OF CLAN MacFARLANE 


Since 1945, the glen which cradled Loch Sloy has been converted into a 
tremendous water reservoir which inundated the historic dwelling sites of 
the clan. The impounded water flows in tunnels drilled through the mountain- 
Ben Vorlich, and down four large conduits to a vast generating station on the 
shore of Loch Lomond. The former mountain stronghold upon which MacFarlane's 
lantern shown now supplies power which illumines cottages, streets and factories 
for a large region, even supplying part of the electric power for the vast 
industrial city of Glasgow some fifty miles to the southeast. 
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II. RESIDENTS OF IRELAND 


Although no written records of Robb settlement in Ireland are available, 
it is clear that some family members immigrated to Ulster prior to 1800. 
One or more men bearing the name may have served in the British forces which 
crushed an Irish rebellion in 1621 and forcibly evicted the residents from 
several northern counties. English and Scottish soldiers who won the victory 
were awarded land grants in the region. They were encouraged to settle with 
their families and to invite others to immigrate. The immigration of large 
numbers of settlers was intended as a permanent solution to Irish uprisings. 


Initially, the opportunity to claim fertile lands in Ireland attracted 
many immigrants from Scotland, but the beauty of the prospect quickly faded. 
The Irish who had been dispossessed were hostile and often resorted to violence 
to regain their lands. From A.D. 1661 onward, the British government inten- 
sified the effort to require all citizens to submit to the established (Anglican) 
church. Resistance by strong-willed Scotsmen led to many confrontations in 
northern Ireland. Assemblies for worship were banned. Presbyterian pastors 
were denied authority to conduct weddings. Burials were not allowed in estab- 
lished cemeteries. Pastors who violated such regulations were often arrested 
and imprisoned. Difficulties were multiplied by recurrent crop failures and 
deep suffering from famines. 


Robb family information from Ireland in the 17th and 18th centuries has 
not been found. The island's geneological documentation was largely destroyed 
when the archives in Dublin were burned during the Irish Revolution in 1922. 
However, the Ramelton (Rathmelton) Presbyterian Church in County Donegal has 
a collection of miscellaneous records including a pastor's diary from the 
early 19th century. On May 21, 1807, the Reverend Edward Reid wrote that he 
had "examined and admitted to communion" a class of five persons. His list 
included: 


"George Robb, the Glebe, Ballyarr 
Catherine Forsythe, Do. (Ditto?)" 


another entry: 


"April 8 (year omitted--1809?), baptized James Forsythe 
Robb, infant son of George Robb." 


Apparently, George and Catherine were married by Pastor Reid on May 21, 
1807, but, since Presbyterian clergy could not legally officiate at weddings, 
the Pastor prudently omitted any written record of the ceremony. Catherine's 
presence was noted by the use of her maiden name. The baptism of James 
Forsythe Robb two years later confirms the supposition that a wedding had 
occurred. 


The address which the Pastor recorded for George Robb and Catherine 


Forsythe was "The Glebe," a portion of land in a rural neighborhood called 
Ballyarr, three miles west of Rameltan. Glebe lands were the endowment of

the established church. Was George Robb a tenant on Church of Ireland 
land? Such a position seems unlikely for a Scottish Presbyterian. Were he 
and Catherine Forsythe located on lands which were no longer owned by the 
state church, but were still identified by the place name "Glebe"? A large 


stone house on the "glebe" land (used for hay storage in 1976) may have been 
the Robb residence. 


A GLEBE HOUSE, BALLYARR--1976 


The way of life for George and Catherine Robb may be reconstructed 

from general information about the area. Ballyarr is a farming neighborhood 
along the Lennon River, three miles upstream from Ramelton. On rolling hills, 
George probably raised flax, potatoes, hay and oats. He probably fed a few 
cattle, hogs, chickens, and a horse or two, earning cash income by processing 
flax into linen. Linen production as a home industry was introduced into 
Ireland by Protestant refugees from France approximately one century before 
the birth of George Robb. The Irish who had long raised flax as a field crop 
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for thatched roofs learned to use the straw for weaving linen. Ballyarr 

farmers hauled the flax straw to a water-powered scutching mill on the Lennon 
River beside the road to Ramelton. The straw was soaked in large water vats 

and crushed in the mill. After the crushed straw had dried, it was transported 
to the farmsteads where the men, during the winter months, would spin the tiny 
fibers into thread and weave the thread into linens. The newly woven linens 

were stretched on grassy areas called "blitchin' greens" where they were bleached 
by the sun. The finished linens were either used in the home or were sold at the 
market in Ramelton. Linen weaving provided notable improvement in the livelihtod 
of Scottish families in County Donegal. 


It may be presumed that the Robbs, like most other Scotch-Irish neighbors, 
believed in educating their children. It was customary for families to hire 
an itinerant schoolmaster who came to Ballyarr once a year and conducted a 
school for two or three months. Each pupil prepared a notebook, learning to 
write and mastering subject matter in one process. When a pupil graduated 
after several years of learning, his family celebrated by purchasing a pair 
of shoes enabling their graduate to walk to Ramelton wearing shoes! 


Ramelton was an important civic and commercial center located where the 
Lennon flowed into Lough Swilly. In the early 19th century, business life 
throbbed in the dock area where fishermen brought their catch from the sea 
and where farmers marketed their potatoes, oats and linen. Dozens of small 
cargo vessels and fishing craft docked in the broad channel of the Swilly. 


In addition to the business which centered around the docks and warehouses, 
the town was the site of two gatherings a year for the hiring of farmhands and 
maids. These gatherings were called "Labor Fairs" and were held each spring 
and fall, attracting large throngs of applicants and their prospective employers. 
The employers moved through the fairgrounds talking to prospects, evaluating 
their appearance, personality, previous experience, and wage demands. When 
an employer found a person who seemed desirable, negotiations began on six- 
month agreements. The terms of hiring often included a stipulation that the 
food provided for a worker should not include salmon (a seasonally bountiful 
food along the Lennon River) more than three times a week. 


Although early records of church membership are unavailable, George and 
Catherine Robb joined a congregation which had unusual importance in Presby- 
terian history. The stone edifice in which they received communion (and were 
married?) in 1807 was comparatively humble and undistinguished in design. It 
was located on the hill above Lough Swilly and was known in the town as the 
"bank church."" With a sanctuary measuring, twenty by sixty feet and a ceiling 
at its peak only twenty feet high, the simple interior had a prominent pulpit 
and communion table. In that plain room in 1680, Laggan Presbytery ordained 
Francis Makemie, a native of Ramelton, as "a missionary to the Americas." 

In Philadelphia, twenty-six years later, Makemie founded the first presbytery 
in North America. In the same historic sanctuary, according to Pastor Reid's 
diary 1806-1842, members by the name of Robb often received communion and 
brought children for baptism. Other specific entries were: 


Baptism 
1808, March 5 - Elizabeth, daughter of Samuel Robb, 
Glebe Ballyarr 
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Communion 

1816 - May 31 - Nancy Robb, Glebe Ballyarr 

1832 - May 28 - Elizabeth Robb, Glebe Ballyarr 
1837 - May 30 - Catherine Robb 

1845 - November - Elizabeth Robb, Glebe Ballyarr 
1852 - March 25 - Mary Robb 


In 1811, Catherine Forsythe Robb gave birth to a daughter whom the parents 
named Mary. In 1812, George Robb died. Catherine later married a man named 
Brown. This couple had three daughters: Eliza, who became Mrs. Dan Beard; 
Catherine, who became Mrs. Selfridge; and Margaret, who became Mrs. Bell. 

Mary Robb was married to a man named McNutt.

James Forsythe Robb learned the trade of a weaver. In 1823, he made his 
profession of faith in the First Presbyterian Church of Ramelton. In the spring 
of 1831, he immigrated to the United States. According to oral family tradi- 
tion, James F. Robb came to Philadelphia "as an orphan.'"' The descendants of 
Daniel Gallagher, James Robb's farming partner in Southern Illinois, reported 
that "a Robb came from Belfast with the Douglases" and that they had "a stormy 
voyage lasting nine weeks." The sailing vessels on which immigrants took 
passage were known to the residents of County Donegal, Ireland, as "coffin 
ships." Some of the ships were lost in storms during the ocean crossings and 
communication between continents was so limited that the home folks in Ireland 
never expected to hear again from the loved ones who had left for the new 
world.

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III. In the New World 


After his arrival in Philadelphia, PA, in 1831, James Forsythe Robb 
affiliated with the 9th Reformed Presbyterian Church during the pastorate of 
Reverend William Gibson. On February 17, 1835, he married Sarah Russell, a 
native of Milford, County Donegal, Ireland. James and Sarah Robb resided at 
Shippen and 13th Streets for a year. Their first child, Elizabeth, was born 
February 11, 1836. They moved to 12 Bedford Street, where they resided until 
they migrated to Illinois in June 1838. 


James and Sarah Robb settled initially near Plum Creek in Randolph 
County, adjacent to her sister, Elizabeth, who had migrated to the area with her 
husband, Robert James, in 1836. On September 27, 1838, Sarah gave birth to a 
son, George. The family affiliated with the Bethel Reformed Presbyterian Church 
in Eden, Reverend Samuel Wylie, Pastor. They entered claim to 43 acres of prairie 
land in the West Side neighborhood of Perry County in the fall of 1838, a land 
holding later known as the Nails farm. Daniel Gallagher entered a land claim for 
an adjoining forty acres and lived with the Robbs. Some weeks later, while 
clearing the tough grass in preparation for farming, James Robb lost control of 
his fire and the blaze swept north and east from Lost Prairie, through Grandcote 
Prairie, and past Oakdale, continuing almost to Nashville, Illinois, some twenty 
miles away. According to an 1876 Washington County history, a prairie fire which 
came toward Nashville from the direction of Oakdale in November, 1838, severely 
burned two men who were caught in its path. Both men recovered from the ordeal. 


On July 31, 1840, James Robb bought Daniel Gallagher's acreage for $80.00 
and then James and Sarah sold the combined parcel of 83 acres to John Osborn for 
$350.00. Sarah drew an "X'" as her signature on the paper and assured the presiding 
official in private conversation that she did so without coercion from her husband. 
Almost a month later, on August 27, 1840, James and Sarah purchased 80 acres one 
mile east of Coulterville, Illinois. Daniel Gallagher moved with them to their 
new residence. The 1840 United States Census listed the Robb household as follows: 
2 males aged 20-30; 1 male under 5; 1 female aged 20-30; and 1 female under 5. 

They cleared land for farming and erected a two-story frame house and a large barn. 
In this location, they were near-neighbors to the James Douglas family with whom 
James Robb had crossed the Atlantic Ocean. Daniel Gallagher purchased 80 acres 
southeast of the Robb farm and established his own residence after his marriage 

in 1848. James Robb purchased additional land in 1844, 1852, 1858, 1865 and 1866, 
accumulating 331 acres. 


The James Robb family maintained an active relationship to the Bethel 
R. P. Church despite the distance of seven miles between Coulterville and Eden. 
James Robb apparently served as a leader of a Grand Cote Society of Bethel members 
according to an 1843-1844 pastoral visitation list. In early December, 1846, 
Pastor Samuel Wylie and Elder David Mumford recorded a pastoral call on the Robb 
family. Wylie's record listed the following family members: James Robb, wife 
Sarah, Elisa (Elizabeth), George, Catherine, Mary and Sarah. The family circle 
grew by the addition of four girls and two boys, bringing the total to eleven -by 
1862. 


The Robb children attended Ireland school, a pioneer, rural learning 
center southeast of the Robb homestead. They walked to school each day carrying 
a lunch of foods such as cornbread and molasses. 


In the fall of 1849 Western Presbytery authorized the Bethel Session of 
Eden, Illinois, to organize a congregation in Grandcote Prairie if the way should 
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be opened. On February 8, 1850, sixty men and women gathered at the home of 
James F. Robb to establish a new Reformed Presbyterian Church. A. R. McKelvey 
and James F. Robb were elected elders. They were ordained in the Bethel Church 
on the first Thursday of March, 1850. The people cut and hewed timber to erect 
a place of worship in Coulterville, completing their new church in 1851. 


James Robb staunchly supported the Reformed Presbyterian Church. In 
1870, the Pastor, the Reverend William S. Bratton, proposed that the congregation 
withdraw from the R.P. denomination and attach themselves to the United Presby- 
terian Church. The eight ruling elders divided evenly with James Robb voting 


against the motion. Mr. Bratton, as Moderator, cast the deciding vote and the 
motion carried. 


However, the ruling elders who opposed the motion persuaded approximately 
two-thirds of the members to continue as Reformed Presbyterians. This portion of 
the original congregation erected a new and larger frame building in 1871. 


In 1882, James and Sarah Robb moved into Coulterville. In 1884, James 
Robb gathered a small group which organized the Prohibition Club. He was elected 
President and led the club in supporting the platform of the Prohibition Party. 


James Robb was described as "an earnest and wise counselor, one who was 
willing to aid in all Christian and benevolent work." Early in 1892, he became 


ill and died February 1. Rev. W. J. Smiley of Sparta preached the funeral sermon 
with four other pastors assisting. 


The following winter, on December 23, Sarah Robb passed away. It was 
said that from the founding of the R. P. Church in her rural home near Coulterville 
until her death "no minister has wended his way to that church, without partaking 
of the cheer and comfort of the Robb fireside."

George Robb was born near Plum Creek, Randolph County, September 27, 1838, 
approximately one month after James and Sarah Robb with two-year-old Eliza 
arrived in Illinois. Presumably his birth occurred at the home of Robert and 
Elizabeth Russell James who had come to Illinois two years earlier. Mrs. James 
was a sister of Sarah Robb. Later that fall, when a home had been erected, the 
James Robbs moved to Lost Prairie. In 1840, they sold their first farm and 
moved to an eighty-acre farm near Coulterville. 


George and his six sisters and two brothers attended Ireland School, south- 
east of their home. The family worshipped at the Bethel Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in Eden until the formation of the Grand Cote R.P. Church in the James 
Robb home in 1850. 


George worked on the farm with his father and Daniel Gallagher. He grew 
tall and strong, skilled in the many tasks of farmlife on the frontier. He dis- 
covered a special fondness for raising, training, driving and riding horses. 


Mary Agnes McMillan, first daughter and fourth child of Matthew and Jane 
Hunter McMillan was born in Lost Prairie, January 10, 1843. The McMillans had 
come from South Carolina in 1836, seeking a home in a "free" state. As pioneer 
settlers in Illinois, they laid claim to more than eight-hundred acres in and 
east of Lost Prairie. Jane McMillan died in 1849 leaving her husband with eight 
children. 


Matthew McMillan married Margaret Morton Leuty in 1850 and their union was 
blessed with three children. The Matthew McMillan family belonged to the Old 
Brick or Mound Reformed Presbyterian Church north of Cutler. Matthew McMillan 
died on September 11, 1861. On the following day, Mary Agnes McMillan was 
received into the membership of the Coulterville R.P. Church. 


By 1863, George Robb and Mary Agnes McMillan were engaged to marry, laying 
plans to establish a farmsted on 40 acres of prairie land which she had inherited 
from her father. 


A crisis developed in their planning when George received a summons to 
report for induction into the Union Army. After appropriate negotiations, the 
Robb family, exercising an option then available, paid Andy Wilson $1,000.00 to 
serve in the army as a substitute for George Robb. Andy became ill at an army 
camp near Cairo, Illinois, and did not enter conflict. He recovered his health 
and returned to civilian life. 


Preparations for establishing a new farmsted continued. Sandstone quarried 
from the Benson property, some three miles away, was hauled to the building site 
for foundation stones. White pine lumber was purchased to erect a two-story 
frame house. Timbers for a barn were cut and hewed from woodland owned by the 
McMillans two miles eastward. 


George Robb and Mary Agnes McMillan were married on November 12, 1863. In 
attempting to farm prairie land, George confronted a host of special problems, 
breaking the tough sod, fencing pastures for livestock, and protecting the build- 
ings and crops against the menace of prairie fires. Having access to timber, 
George split rails for fencing small pastures east, south and west of his 
buildings. With a road on the north and pastures in other directions, his home 
and barn were surrounded by space where any approaching fire could be stopped. 
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He found ways to plow the prairie sod and soon needed additional acreage. 
On August 10, 1865, according to Perry County records, he bought forty acres 
adjacent to his farm to the north from Thomas McNeil for $212.00. On February 
27, 1866, he purchased for $600.00, forty acres which adjoined his land to the 
south, from Elizabeth Jane McMillan, a younger sister of Mary Agnes. In succeed- 


ing years, he and Mary Agnes continued to acquire land, accumulating 407 acres 
by the time they retired from farming. 


Their family circle was enlarged on January 26, 1866, by the birth of a son 
whom they named Matthew. In the following seventeen years, they welcomed eight 
more infants, raising four sons and three daughters to maturity. As the family 
grew larger, they added a two-story addition on the east end of their home, and 
later, a one-story kitchen attached further east. 


THE GEORGE AND MARY AGNES ROBB HOME 
IN LOST PRAIRIE 


As his farming operation expanded, George Robb acquired equipment to thresh 
wheat and oats, threshing each July and August for himself and his neighbors. 
He and his four sons were an impressive farming team. He was elected to the 
Board of Perry County Fair, a position he continued to hold for twenty-five years. 
He was a precinct committeeman for the Republican Party and was twice elected 
County Commissioner. He later ran successfully for the office of County Treasurer. 


When he ran for re-election to the latter office, a newspaper announcement 
featured his picture, describing him as follows: 
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"No one on the west side of Perry County has more friends than Mr. Robb. 
He has a beautiful farm residence and he is an excellent stock raiser, 
farmer and business manager. 


"When anyone is in need or in any way deserves assistance, they will 
find Mr. Robb a very consoling friend. He speaks evil of no one and 
always stands by the right. For this reason, the Republicans of Perry 
County saw fit to nominate and elect him by a large majority to the 
office he now holds to the satisfaction of all; even his most bitter 
political enemies can't find any fault with’ his administration ..... 


"Mr. Robb served two terms as county commissioner about ten years ago 
and did excellent service for the county. He is a member of the Old 
School Presbyterian Church, and in all public affairs he is very broad 
in his views and always tries to do what he thinks will be best for the 
general public. Probably no man in Perry County stands for better 
improvements than Mr. Robb." 


In 1884, George's older sister, Eliza, became ill with smallpox, succumbing 
to the disease on July 9. Dread of the scourge was so intense that George Robb 
helped her husband, Alexander Douglas, and other men remove her body through 
the window of the bedroom in which she died. They carried her remains immediately 
to the Coulterville Cemetery for a nightime burial. Mary Agnes Robb later 
described her déep fear that her husband or some of the other men might contract 
smallpox. 


The home of George and Mary Agnes Robb has been remembered as a place of 
strong family feelings and lots of fun. Mary Agnes McMillan was jovial and 
fun-loving, caring energetically for a home in which there was much laughter. 

The children all shared in household and farm chores and made pets of a wide 
variety of farm animals. Margaret, John, and Hunter were ringleaders in seasonal 
sports and practical jokes. 


On the Sabbath, the family completed necessary chores early, ate break- 
fast, and dressed for the seven-mile wagon ride to the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in Coulterville, Illinois. On Sabbath evening, the family assembled 
in their living room for study and recitation of the Shorter and Larger 
Catechisms from the Westminster Confession of Faith. The household observed 
a strict rule against the use of any alcoholic beverages. 


Sometime after 1904, George and Mary Agnes Robb moved to Swanwick, where 
he affiliated with his son, Matthew, in forming the Robb Grain and Implement 
Company. They purchased a feed store along the south side of the railroad 
tracks on the west side of Broadway. Later, the feed store was moved across 
the street and expanded by the erection of a grain elevator. 


In Swanwick, George and Mary Agnes Robb continued to welcome many visitors 
as they had done on the farm. Mrs. Robb told Asenath Cunningham, who helped 
with the housework, "Always cook an extra potato. We never know when Mr. Robb 
will bring a guest to share our meal." 


George Robb died August 1, 1910, at his home in Swanwick. Since most of 
his friends, relatives and business associates lived in or near Swanwick and 
because the family feared that the church in Coulterville would not be large 
enough for those who would attend, his funeral was held on the broad lawn of 
his home in Swanwick. Despite intermittent rainfall, many people assembled 
and stood solemnly for the outdoor service.

During the winter of 1913-1914, Mary Agnes Robb became ill while visiting 
her daughter, Margaret Stewart, in Lost Prairie, and was not able to return to 
her home in Swanwick. She was cared for by a trained nurse and during May and 
June by her son, Dr. William John Robb, a physician who practiced in Denver. 
She died on June 24, 1914. Her funeral was held in the Coulterville Reformed 
Presbyterian Church. It was said in her obituary that the community in Lost 
Prairie where she lived most of her life regarded her as "a mother, a counselor 
and a friend." 


In the spring of 1911, William John Robb, while attending a scarlet fever 
patient in Topeka, Kansas, wrote a poem about his youth in Perry County, Illinois. 
His poetry conveys his memories of a Saturday and Sabbath on the George and Mary 
Agnes Robb farm about 1888. 
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IN MEMORY OF HAPPY DAYS 
Dedicated to Margaret 


Topeka, Kans. 
I 
Yes. Give to me again that land of my childhood 
Where those happy hours of my child life were spent 
Around the old house, the barns, in the pasture 
Our games never ended, from sunup till sunset 
There was Sarah and Matt, and the third one, that's Martha 
They were older, you know, and kept busy at work, 
But Margaret and Euin, and Hunt and myself here 
We busied ourselves but our tasks we would shirk.

The day I've in mind was Saturday -- Many time 
And the dishes from dinner were piled on the shelf 
Mother, Sarah and Mattie were all busy sewing, 
Oh, Horror of horrors: Mag must do them herself. 
We boys were at play out back of the old shed, 
At games we'd invented for just such a day 
All at once round the kitchen came Maggie.

The game was blind horse and that was her favorite, 
This day she and I were the coachman, you know;

After the chores all came into supper 
Father and Mother and their whole hungry brood; 
The repast was plain, always was in the evening, 
Even then I oft ate till I didn't feel good. 
Sometimes after supper, we'd a call from a neighbor

With a pipe and a jest -- both remarkably ancient -- 
He'd talk over with father the events of the day.

Next, came our bedtime, a hard task for Mother 
Euin on the lounge, already beginning to snore; 
Hunter under the table, John back of the door. 
"Now, Boys, you're not ready -- you haven't your feet washed 
Wake up in a hurry, see who'll be ahead." , 
"Spite of this entreaty, from our dear mother, 
We never would hear it first time it was said.

At last when aroused by sufficient persuasion 

T'was a cold rapid dip that awaited our feet; 

We'd hit it up lively, when once we were started, 
And lost little time until we were under the sheets. 
Altho very oft when we'd pass thro the front roon, 
There'd sit sister Mattie and her friend, Mr. Blair, 
Now, if we had time, he'd get a nod on the run, Sir! 
Then we'd stop for a laugh, when we got on the stair.

Now then -- Oh! Dear! the next morning was Sabbath 
And after the chores, breakfast and worship was done}3 
Then came the Big job -- to get the boys ears washed 
This never was finished without more or less fun (?) 
"Hunt stand here, I say" for I'm in a hurry. 
If you don't stand still, I'll go and see Pa; 
Now, John if you're a baby -- She'd "bout pulled my ear off, 
I'11 take you right in and turn you over to Ma.

And now when at last, this ordeal was finished, 
When to church nearly all were ready to start; 
"Boys, come here right quick, you haven't your hairs 
‘Twas Mattie who spoke, this was her special art, 
At last all was ready, we'd climb on the wagon, 
We boys always rushed for the soft spot on the board; 
When we were started, then soon came the questions. 
"Which way are we going? Let's go cross the ford!"

Sometimes we went one way, sometimes went another, 
No matter which way we were always on time;
